Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting-  to  your  consideration  the 
Thirty-fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Health  and  Sanitary  condition 
of  the  Township  of  Clayton-le-Moors,  tog-ether  with  the  various 
statistics  relating  to  Births,  Sickness  and  Mortality,  and  other 
matters  of  a sanitary  nature. 

For  computing  the  statistics  the  population  is  estimated  at 
8,900,  and  the  tabulated  details  will  be  found  appended  to  the 
report. 

Physical  Features  and  Social  Conditions. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board,  the  descriptive  character  of  the  Township  as  regards 
its  physical  features,  it  may  be  said  to  occupy  a somewhat 
northerly  position  in  the  County  of  Lancashire,  subject  to  cold 
and  rainy  winds,  with  a generally  damp  atmosphere  more  or  less 
severe  in  winter.  Placed  upon  moorland,  and  with  a clayey  sub- 
soil from  which  the  name  Clayton-le-Moors  is  probably  derived, 
we  may  expect  prevailing  winds  and  stormy  weather.  The  sur- 
rounding hills — on  the  North,  North-East,  and  North-West — 
will  contribute  to  rainfall  more  than  the  level  plain.  The  average 
rainfall  is  near  50  inches,  rivers  and  streams  are  numerous,  and 
the  chief  recipient  of  the  rainfall  is  the  river  Hyndburn.  The 
canal  for  the  Leeds  and  Liverpool  traffic  passes  through  and 
divides  the  Township. 
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Social  Conditions. 

The  inhabitants  of  Clayton-le-Moors  present  the  general 
charcteristics  of  most  Lancashire  people,  and  may  be  said  to  be 
both  industrious  and  thrifty.  Evidence  of  distress  and  pauperi- 
zation is  not  apparent  to  any  extent.  During  the  year  the 
numbers  of  persons  in  receipt  of  out-relief  in  Clayton-le-Moors 
were  38  adult  males,  62  adult  females,  and  87  children,  at  a total 
cost  of  ;£^i95  ios.  od 

In  cases  requiring  hospital  treatment  the  inhabitants  have 
the  advantage  of  admission  at  the  Victoria  Hospital,  Accrington, 
which  is  utilized  somewhat  largely  for  this  purpose. 

Clubs,  social  and  other  kinds,  are  in  evidence,  and  means 
of  improvement,  intellectually  and  morally,  are  not  absent. 

From  the  estimation  of  the  number  of  houses  in  the  Town- 
ship there  is  no  evidence  of  much  overcrowding  ; yet  a few 
more  extensions  would  be  welcomed.  There  are  1,995  houses 
inhabited,  representing  4.4  persons  per  house. 

The  major  portion  of  the  inhabitants  are  employed  in 
cotton  factories,  as  spinners  and  cotton  weavers,  both  male  and 
female.  In  the  cotton  weaving  about  85  per  cent,  are  females. 
Other  industries  are  millers,  soap-boilers,  brick-makers,  miners, 
and  machinists.  Many  inhabitants  are  employed  in  the  iron 
and  machine  works  in  the  Borough  of  Accrington. 

The  occupations  which  the  general  body  of  workers  in  the 
cotton  mills  follow  partake  of  that  character  which  cannot  be 
said  to  be  favourable,  either  to  health  or  physical  development. 
The  conditions  of  noxious  effluvia,  dust,  and  germ-laden  atmo- 
sphere are  difficult  to  eliminate,  and  have  their  deteriorating 
effect.  The  compulsorily  somewhat  hurried  meals  and  fanciful 
dietary  which,  under  this  term,  means  that  workers  in  cotton 
factories  are  not  as  healthy  in  appetite  as  out-door  workers,  may 
also  be  considered  as  one  of  the  contributory  causes  of  deterior- 
ated vigour.  The  female  workers  have  also  other  conditions  to 
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submit  to  not  conducive  to  their  physical  well-being*,  and  the 
effect  upon  infant  and  child  life  cannot  be  said  to  be  satisfactory. 
They  are  oblig*ed  to  place  their  children  to  be  taken  care  of  and 
nursed  among*  neighbours,  and  the  nursing  and  care  is  often 
very  perfunctory.  Exposure,  insufficient  clothing,  sometimes 
apparent  carelessness  and  ignorance  are  observable. 

Sanitary  Circumstances.— Water  Supply. 

The  supply  of  water  to  the  Township  by  the  x^ccrington 
Gas  and  Water  Board  is  amply  sufficient,  of  fairly  good  quality, 
clear,  and  free  from  smell  and  deposit,  and  may  be  said  to  be  an 
unobjectionable  drinking  water.  The  possibilities  of  contamin- 
ation are  considered  few,  and  there  is  no  reason  to  think  it  active 
in  plumbo-solvent  properties. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

Pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  in  the  specific  sense  of  the 
term  have  not  been  brought  to  my  notice,  and  any  such  pollution 
when  observed  is  generally  dealt  with. 

Drainage,  Sewage,  etc. 

The  drainage  and  sewage  of  the  Township  is  efficiently 
carried  out,  and  particulars  relating  to  general  Sanitary  Inspec- 
tion, and  Closet  Accommodation,  and  Industrial  Occupations 
will  be  found  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 

Scavenging. 

No  complaints  relative  to  this  department  are  in  evidence, 
and  to  all  appearances  the  work  is  carried  out  in  a satisfactory 
manner.

Schools. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  schools  are  inspected,  and 
present  no  undue  feature  of  breach  of  sanitary  law. 

The  health  inspection  of  the  school  children  is  under  the 
control  of  the  County  Council  with  its  appointed  officers. 

A new  County  Council  School  has  been  erected  in  the 
Township,  and  promises  to  be  of  a great  efficiency,  both  as 
regards  accommodation,  and  from  a sanitary  point  of  view. 

Milk  Supply. 

The  supply  of  milk  to  the  Township  is  investigated  in  case 
of  outbreak  of  illness  considered  due  to  this  cause.  The  County 
generally  undertake  the  duty  on  occasions  of  analytical  investi- 
gations, but  the  Local  Authority  have  not  been  called  upon  for 
any  investigation  as  regards  contaminated  milk  supply.  Recent 
legislation  in  this  direction  will  necessitate  more  stringent  vigil- 
ance as  to  adulteration  and  contamination  of  the  milk  supply  of 
the  Township. 

Sanitary  Administration. 

In  dealing  with  Infectious  Diseases,  arrangement  is  made 
with  the  Burnley  and  Accrington  Sanitary  Authorities  for  isolation 
and  disinfection  ; and  after  illness  within  the  district,  disinfection 
is  carried  out  by  processes  of  fumigation. 

The  adoptive  Acts  in  force  in  the  District  for  the  Sanitary 
administration  are  the  Public  Health  Amendment  Act,  1890, 
Parts  II.,  III.,  V.  ; The  Infectious  Diseases  Prevention  Act, 
1890. 
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Sanitary  Inspection. 

The  inspection  of  the  houses,  streets,  bakehouses,  slaug-hter- 
houses,  offensive  trades,  workshops  and  workplaces,  and  obser- 
vations as  to  nuisances,  and  complaints  of  nuisances,  together 
with  other  sanitary  matters  is  continually  performed. 

The  Township  is  well  lighted,  the  streets  well  paved,  and 
others  in  course  of  being  paved  as  early  as  practicable  ; houses 
beino"  built  for  more  efficient  accommodation  and  increase  in 
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industry  in  progress,  all  tending  to  the  welfare  of  the  Town 
and  its  people;  and,  as  before  mentioned,  the  erection  of  a large, 
commodious  and  sanitary  school  for  all  denominations. 

The  Inspector  reports  fully  upon  the  work  undertaken,  and 
gives  details  of  inspections  in  his  department. 

Observations. 

During  the  year  1911  the  sickness  and  mortality  occurring 
in  the  District  does  not  present  much  serious  infectious  illness. 
Whooping  Cough  with  two  deaths.  Diphtheria  with  one  death, 
and  Erysipelas  one  death,  indicate  the  extent  of  the  mortality  in 
this  category.  Absence  of  mortality  in  such  diseases  as  Scarlet 
Fever,  Measles,  Influenza,  and  Enteric  Fever  is  satisfactorily 
noticed.  The  illnesses  in  children  have  been  chiefly  from  the 
Lung  affections  and  Diarrhoea,  whilst  prematurely  born  infants 
and  those  born  weakly  add  to  this  mortality.  Twenty-eight 
children  die  under  the  age  of  12  months;  eleven  from  one  to  two 
years  of  age.  From  the  age  of  two  years  to  25  there  are  the 
fewest  deaths  recorded,  whilst  from  25  to  65  years  and  upwards 
there  have  been  76  deaths  recorded,  15  from  25  to  45,  37  from 
45  to  65,  and  24  from  65  years  up. 

Births  and  Birth-rates. 

Much  has  been  said  and  written  relating  to  the  diminution 
of  the  birth-rate  generally,  and  various  propaganda  for  the  limit- 
ation of  families  in  accordance  with  socialistic  problems  have 
influenced  in  this  direction.  In  this  Township  the  birth  rate  has 
only  slightly  varied. 


During  the  year  1911  the  number  of  Births  registered  is 
235 — 120  males  and  115  females,  eight  births  being  illegitimate. 
The  Birth-rate  is  represented  as  26.4.  The  average  number  of 
births  is  225,  and  the  Birth-rate  is  26.1  for  the  past  five  years.

Deaths  and  Death-rate. 

D uring  the  year  the  number  of  deaths  of  residents  in  the 
District  from  all  kinds  of  illness,  and  at  all  ages,  is  132 — 66 
males,  66  females.  118  of  these  were  registered  within  the 
District,  but  one  was  a non-resident;  the  rest-  15  residents— 
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were  registered  out  of  the  District,  having  died  in  infirmaries, 
hospitals,  workhouse,  and  asylums.  The  Death-rate  of  those 
registered  within  the  District  is  13.2  ; that  of  deaths  not  regis- 
tered, and  those  registered  within  the  District  combined  is  14.8. 
The  average  death-rate  is  14.6  per  thousand  during  the  last  five 
years. 

The  particular  diseases  from  which  the  deaths  have  occurred 
and  the  mortality  rates  computed  are  Phthisis,  Cancer,  Tuber- 
culosis, Respiratory  Diseases.  The  Infectious  Diseases  mortality 
is  limited  to  Whooping  Cough,  Diphtheria,  and  Erysipelas. 

Phthisis.  — This  disease,  which  is  ordinarily  termed  Pul- 
monary Tuberculosis — Consumption  of  the  Lungs — has  resulted 
in  eight  deaths.  The  district  is  rather  favourable  to  its  occurr- 
ence, damp  climate  predisposing,  but  its  infective  character  has 
now  been  established  beyond  doubt,  so  that  it  is  highly  desirable 
to  exercise  means  of  isolation  and  other  preventive  measures. 
The  spitting  of  phlegm  in  various  places,  rooms,  and  public 
gatherings  and  festivities  is  a prolific  source  of  infection,  whilst 
the  eating  of  food  of  a Tuberculosis  nature  is  also  liable  to  pro- 
duce this  illness.  Compulsory  notification  is  now  adopted,  so 
that  cases  occurring  may  be  enquired  into  and  means  taken  to 
alleviate  its  spread  among  families. 

There  are  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  in  various  organs  of 
the  body  which  all  come  under  an  infective  character,  and  the 
death-rate  during  the  past  year  from  these  diseases,  and  includ- 
ing Phthisis,  is  II  deaths.  Deaths  from  Phthisis,  8;  Tuberculous 
Meningitis,  2;  other  Tuberculous  Diseases,  i.  The  death-rate 
from  Phthisis  alone  is  0.89  per  thousand,  as  compared  with  0.56 
the  year  previous. 

The  average  death-rate  is  0.8. 

Respiratory  Diseases. 

Diseases  termed  respiratory  are  those  of  Pneumonia, 
Broncho-Pneumonia,  and  Bronchitis,  and  are  peculiarly  more 


liable  to  occur  in  such  districts  as  Clayton-le-Moors,  where  the 
atmosphere  is  of  a damp  nature,  and  the  soil  clayey,  with  preva- 
lent high  winds.  The  deaths  from  these  diseases  number  26  : 
Bronchitis  5,  Broncho-Pneumonia  7,  Pneumonia  14.  In  the 
previous  year  the  deaths  numbered  25.  The  death-rate  from 
these  diseases  is  2.9.  The  general  average  death-rate  per 
thousand  is  2.5. 

Cancer. 

The  deaths  accruing  trom  Cancerous  or  Malignant  Disease 
number  nine,  and  in  various  organs  of  the  body.  The  origin 
and  nature  of  this  disease  has  been,  and  is  still,  occupying  the 
experts  in  medical  research,  but  nothing  definite  has  been  arrived 
at  as  to  cause  and  prevention.  The  death-rate  is  1 per  1,000. 
Last  year  the  deaths  were  seven,  and  the  death-rate  about  the 
same.  The  average  rate  of  deaths  from  Cancer  in  this  district 
is  0.4.

The  reduction  in  the  Infant  Death-rate, — 24,  is  satisfactory. 
The  endeavour  to  diminish  Infant  Mortality  by  nurses  and  health 
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visitors,  together  with  the  issuing  of  various  propaganda,  is  not 
taken  as  seriously  into  account  as  it  possibly  might  be.  Practic- 
ally this  is  a difficult  problem,  and  the  co-relation  of  Birth  rate  to 
Infant  Deaths  depends  upon  many  factors. 

It  is  admitted  by  a general  concensus  of  opinion  that 
artificial  feeding  and  the  industrial  occupation  of  women  are  the 
most  prominent  influences  in  causing  a high  infant  mortality. 
Infants  born  of  the  poorer  classes  of  the  people  are  thought  to 
have  a greater  tendency  to  mortality  from  hereditary  defects  of 
constitution  than  those  of  the  better  middle  class,  and  there  is 
no  doubt  that  the  conditions  of  poverty  have  also  some  share  in 
this  direction.  In  the  Township  there  is  no  apparent  poverty, 
and  much  of  the  infant  sickness  is  due  to  preventable  causes.

Enquiries  were  made  and  particulars  relating'  to  the  same 
obtained,  which  were  in  due  course  reported  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  and,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following-  table, 
the  majority  of  the  cases  appeared  to  be  of  a mild  or  doubtful 
character  considering  the  short  time  they  were  isolated  from  the 
date  of  onset. 

Inspections  with  regard  to  the  drains  and  general  surround- 
ings were  made  at  the  premises  where  the  diseases  had  occurred, 
and  any  nuisances  found  were  dealt  with  immediately. 

The  Milk  Supply  was  also  inquired  into  with  the  endeavour 
to  trace,  if  possible,  any  cause  of  disease  from  this  source. 

The  rooms  and  bedding,  etc.,  where  cases  of  Infectious 
Diseases  had  occurred  were  disinfected  to  the  best  advantages 
as  circumstances  would  permit.

Reports  on  thirteen  houses  were  presented  to  the  Housings 
Committee  (under  the  Housing'  and  Town  Planning  Act,  1909), 
and  after  due  consideration  it  was  resolved  that  the  whole  of  the 
thirteen  houses  should  be  closed  as  unfit  for  human  habitation, 
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unless  the  owners  were  prepared  to  put  them  into  a condition 
fit  for  human  habitation. 

Finally  three  were  closed  absolutely  as  being’  unfit  for 
human  habitation. 

Four  others  were  closed,  and  alterations  commenced,  when 
the  owners  of  the  other  six  promised  to  carryout  such  alterations 
as  were  required  to  render  them  fit  for  human  habitation,  other- 
wise closinof  orders  would  be  issued. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  without  presenting  reports  to  the 
Housing  Committee  I arranged  with  the  owner  of  two  back-to- 
back  houses  to  close  the  same,  and  subsequently  had  them  con- 
verted into  one  through-house  ; also  the  owner  of  seven  other 
houses  spent  a considerable  sum  of  money  in  order  to  put  them 
into  a better  sanitary  condition  than  were  found  on  inspection  ; 
and  the  owners  of  i8  back-to-back  houses  have  agreed  to  convert 
the  same  into  nine  through  houses,  and  carry  out  such  improve- 
ments as  may  be  necessary. 

Further,  the  owners  of  12  houses  have  been  re-constructing- 
the  closets,  ashes-pits,  coal-houses,  yard  surfaces,  and  yard- 
party  walls,  this  necessitating  the  pulling  down  and  re-building 
the  same.

Unsound  Food. 

Particular  attention  has  again  been  given  to  the  food 
supply  during  the  year,  and,  with  the  exception  of  a few  cases  of 
diseased  organs  of  cattle  and  sheep,  and  a small  quantity  of 
other  food  which  were  willingly  surrendered,  it  has  not  been 
necessary  to  seize  any  meat,  which  generally  has  been  of  good 
quality,  and  to  all  appearance  free  from  disease. 

A consignment  of  unsound  fruit  (39  score  4 pounds  of 
apples)  was  seized  while  being  exposed  for  sale  on  a hawker’s 
cart,  in  a condition  unfit  for  human  consumption.  The  owner  of 
the  fruit  was  prosecuted,  and  a fine  of  20/-  and  costs,  amounting 
to  ;^2  I2S.  6d.,  imposed. 

Total  amount  of  food  seized  and  surrendered  : 920  pounds. 
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There  is  a possible  dang'er  open  to  the  inhabitants  who  are 
in  the  habit  of  buying"  their  weekly  supply  of  meat  from  their 
milkmen,  as  the  meat  may  have  been  taken  from  animals  suffer- 
ing" from  contagious  or  other  diseases,  and  the  milkman  takes 
this  opportunity  as  the  best  means  of  disposing  of  such  meat 
without  having  it  inspected,  as  would  be  the  case  if  he  occupied 
a registered  or  licensed  slaughter-house,  and  the  meat  slaughtered 
under  proper  sanitary  conditions. 


Slaughter-houses. 

Their  are  seven  slaughter-houses  used  for  the  purpose  of 
slaughtering  animals  intended  for  human  consumption  within 
the  Township,  five  of  which  are  registered  and  two  licensed 
premises,  and  are  sufficient  for  the  present  requirements  of  the 
district,  a very  small  quantity  of  ready-killed  meat  being  brought 
into  the  district  from  neighbouring  towns. 

Frequent  visits  (370)  have  been  paid  to  the  slaughter- 
houses for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  meat,  and  to  see  that 
they  were  kept  in  a sanitary  condition,  as  they  are  all  situated 
in  close  proximity  to  dwelling-houses  in  'different  parts  of  the 
Township. 

No  cause  for  complaint  has  arisen  against  the  occupiers 
not  complying  with  the  regulations  relating  thereto. 

Farms,  Dairies  and  Cow-Sheds. 

The  farms  have,  as  usual,  received  considerable  attention 
during  the  year,  and  the  lime-washing  of  shippons,  etc., 
attended  to. 

It  appears  to  be  a somewhat  difficult  matter  to  get  the 
cow-keepers  to  groom  their  cows,  the  farmer  apparently  thinking 
that  it  is  the  beast’s  nature  to  have  its  hind-quarters  covered 
with  manure  in  the  form  of  dry  patches  and  buttons,  and  when 
spoken  to  about  it,  generally  replies  that  it  keeps  them  warm. 
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It  is  most  essential  that  the  cows  should  be  kept  well 
i^roomed,  in  order  to  obtain  as  clean  a milk  supply  as  possible  ; 
also  the  persons  engaged  m milking  the  cows  should  see  that 
their  hands  and  clothing  are  free  from  dirt  and  dust. 

It  has  again  been  necessary  to  caution  several  farmers  not 
occupying  registered  or  licensed  slaughter-houses,  as  to  the 
illegalit}"  of  slaughtering  animals  intended  for  sale  for  food  at 
their  farms  within  the  District  of  Clayton-le-Moors,  and  who 
were  informed  that  in  future  prosecutions  for  the  offence  would 
be  proceeded  with. 

At  one  of  the  farms  the  occupier  had  the  misfortune  of 
finding  that  one  of  his  cows  had  died  in  the  field  during  the 
night,  and  as  he  thought  the  cow  might  have  been  affected  with 
Anthrax  he  notified  the  County  Authority’s  Inspector,  who,  after 
having  the  carcase  examined  by  a Veterinary  Inspector,  notified 
the  same  as  a suspected  case  of  Anthrax. 

The  carcase  of  the  cow  was  destroyed  by  being  burnt  in  a 
hole  in  the  field  near  the  place  where  the  beast  died,  the  land 
immediately  surrounding  the  place  afterwards  being  thoroughly 
covered  with  lime,  and  the  shippons  washed  with  a disinfectant. 
However,  two  days  later  a notification  was  received  from  the 
County  Authority  Inspector  certifying*  that  the  cow  had  not 
suffered  from  Anthrax.  . 

In  one  case  I considered  it  necessary  to  advise  the  farmer 
to  dispose  of  one  of  his  cows  to  the  knacker,  as  it  had  every 
appearance  of  being  affected  with  Tuberculosis.  On  being 
slaughtered  at  the  knacker-yard  it  was  found  to  be  very  badly 
affected  with  the  disease  named. 

Offensive  Tracies. 

The  general  observance  of  the  regulations  applying  to  the 
trades  of  Soap-boiling,  Tallow-melting  and  Tripe-boiling,  have 
been  attended  to  by  the  persons  engaged  therein,  and  only  one 
complaint  has  arisen,  viz.,  offensive  smells  from  the  process  of 
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melting-  fat,  and  as  considerable  alterations  have  been  carried 
out  at  the  works  where  it  occurred,  it  is  expected  the  offence 
will  be  abated. 

One  application  was  made  for  permission  to  establish  an 
offensive  trade,  viz..  Soap-boiling,  and  this  after  due  considera- 
tion was  refused,  as  compared  with

It  is  necessary  that  very  serious  consideration  should  be 
given  by  the  Council  to  every  application  to  establish  an  offensive 
trade  before  giving  their  consent  to  the  same,  as  such  trades  do 
not  tend  to  improve  the  public  health  of  a District. 

Smoke  Observations. 

Observations  of  smoke  being  emitted  from  the  factorv 
chimneys  were  taken,  and  in  one  case  only  was  it  found 
necessary  to  point  out  to  the  owners  that  a nuisance  was  being 
caused  by  the  emission  of  black  smoke  in  larger  quantities  than 
was  considered  justifiable. 

Factories  and  Workshops.
